The “Otago Waste Land Rosolutions," 
introduced to the Provincial Council this 
session, are almost identical avith the Bill 
of last year. It will be evident that, from 
their discussion clause by clause, the session 
will be more protracted than was at firat sup- 
posed. As long as there are any Waste 
Lauds to dispose of, and any Provincial 
Councillors in Otago, this subject, we pre- 
sume, will be a fruitful theme of contro- 
versy, and a mark for every young and 
aspiring politician to tilt at. Mr Tolmie 
gave notice of some amendments and emen- 
dations on the Bill, which have been dis- 
approved of, and it is most likely other 
members may do like\kise ; until it becomes 
again so tinkered and patched that its ori- 
ginal intent may bo frustrated, and it fol- 
lows the fate of its predecessors.

HOW TO MAKE OUR QUARTZ 
REEFS PAY. 



CRICKET MATCH. 



A Boratch matcli was ]ilaycd oil tlic Crouiwoll 
Cricket Ground last Thitrsilay, between aiiles 
chosen by ,\lr Fi'.-ier and Mr MacKell.ar rtsiieo- 
lively.

In reverting to the above subject, I find 
that little remains to be said in relation, to 
tlie manner of working our mines. If the 
few suggestions already stated by myself and 
“Crusher” are attended to, and a certain 
proportion of gold is found to exist in the 
quartz, tlioro is notluug trqireventour so called 
“ jioor reefs” from bocoiiiiiig remunerative ; 
and if tlie work of proving them so was en- 
tered npmn more in the spirit of legitimate 
business than that of more speculation, it is 
pirobablo that the disapipointmcnts would be 
fewer, and quartz mining in Otago would 
resolve itself into what it has already be- 
come in the neighbouring colony of Victoria, 
—a safe investment for spare capital. In- 
deed, it is there proved by st.itistios tiiat 
mining ventures yield a considerably larger 
pur centage of profit cm tlie capiital empdoyed 
than many other businesses and specula- 
tions at present carried on in the Colony. 
Surely, with this fact before us, wo can afford 
to tluorv aside all doubts as to the future of 
our reefs, any of whicli coming under iny no- 
tice would be considered anything but “poor” 
in tlie sister Colonies ; and, by prudence, 
careful and efficient management, patience, 
capital, and sound business priiiciiiles, render 
them what tliey are eminently designed for, 
~a piermanent source of wealth and a bene- 
fit to tlie whole community. 

I believe there is a tradition c.vtant in min- 
ing circles, that wlien the Government grant 
a mining lease to any Company, they reserve 
the right of a certain supervision of the works 
while in progress. Upon empniry, I iiave 
failed to discover a single instanee in which 
the right or piowor has been c.xercised ; and 1 
consider the Government neglects its duty 
as a landlord by the omission, by allowing its 
valuable mineral estates to bo worked in an 
improper manner, often resulting in useless 
expenditure of labour and capital, a final col- 
lapse, and a great loss and injury to the com- 
nnmity, which, by causing business depres- 
sion, must naturally re-act unfavourably on 
the prosperity of the Province. 1 am cer- 
tainly not an advocate for stumbling blocks 
being jilaced in the path of mining industry ; 
hut there cxuild be no harm in trying the su- 
pervising power (if it exists), if placed in the 
hands of a competent officer appiointcd for tlie 
purpiose, who, by an occasional inspection, 
and by offered suggestions as to improved 
modes of working, might in time do away 
with the present reckless and injurious sys- 
tem of utilising our mineral wealth ; which, 
if persisted in, will bring pcopile back to the 
old, old notion th.at the production of gold is 
but an epdiemcral blessing instead of a per- 
m.ancnt good. 

The statistical information as to mining iii 
Otago is meagre indeed. If an officer such 
as 1 have alluded to was apii>ointcd, it might 
bo madepiart of his duty to collect ami com- 
pule reliable repiorts. lie would receive great 
assistance in such wor’a, if mining man.igcrs 
ivere instructed, as in many of tlio large eoiu- 
panies in V ictoria, to furnish and keep in pro- 
gress a plan or working section of tlie mine, 
.showing the depiGi, wiillli of reef, amount of 
work done each week, quantity of stone 
crushed, yield, Sc. Sc. Such a work to a 
competent manager would prove interesting, 
amusing, and instructive, and VTOuld he an 
cspiecial hfam to directors on their visits of 
inspection. 

In conclusion, I would state that it is pos- 
sible, in endeavouring to reform our present

DUNEDIN NOTES. 

By 0. P. Q. 

Public attention during the past week lias 
been pretty well cngiossed by tlie able lec- 
tures of Mr James Smith, a Melbourne gen- 
tleman, who is at present on a visit to the 
Province. Leaving out of the question the 
rather far fetched and, to orthodox believers, 
extraordinary doctrines promulgated in liis 
theological discoui-ses, it may be triitlifully 
said that for terse, vigorous language, fresh- 
ness of ideas, .and .an easy, distinct, and flow- 
ing delivery, Mr Smith stands very far in 
advance of lecturers who have hitherto ad- 
dre.ssed Dunedin audiences. His literary 
abilities, ton, are versatile in the extreme. 
No better evidence of this could be given 
than the contrast between an admirable lec- 
ture on “Wit and Humour,” given in the 
lower hall of the Athenamm on ’Tuesday last, 
and an address in tlie Princess Theatre on 
the following Sunday evening on ' ‘ Spiritual- 
ism,” the subject being divided into the two 
headings, “ Love God and keep His com- 
mandments, for this is the whole duty of 
man” ; and “ Thou shalt love thy neighbour 
as thyself.” “Wit and Humour” w^a-s a genial, 
easy, niiithful, and mirth-pirovoking lecture, 
i drawing forth rounds of appdause, and pro- 
ducing uncontrollable laughter ; while tho 
address on Sunday evening, although not de- 
livered in a temple devoted to the preaching 
of religion, was couched in the most beau- 
tiful and reverential lauf'uage, and, divested 
of ,1 few of tl)o rather peculiar ideas of the 
spicaker, was a broad, piracticrd lesson to hii- 
j inanity, whi.jh, were it acccpitcd and acted 
I upon by all men, v ouhl make this world what 
1 it never will be^ — an Elysium second only in 
j point of unalloyed bliss and unmixed happi- 
! ness to the glorious hereafter which is piro- 
j misod the faithful. Judging from the re- 
I pie.ited bursts of apiplausu, tliis lecture met 
j with a ro.jp)onsivo echo in the minds of a ma- 
j jority of one of tlie densest and most closely 
packed audiences that ever assembled in the

The President of the French Republic, 

The following description of M. Thiers is / 
from the pen of a correspondent of the Lon- 
don Doiltf Tdeg^mpk : — 

As the members were trooping back from 
the lobbies, and patient M. Grdvy was wait- 
ing for the note of the numbers on each side, 
the crowd at the right door made way for a 
short, stout, squat man, with a square face 
and white hair, who walked, or rather 
waddled, to the bench facing the tribune, 
and sat down, or rather tumbled into, the 
seat. It was the President of the French 
Republic. He placed a pile of papers before 
him, and went through the process of hand- 
shaking with a few members. A Deputy as- 
cended the tribune, and said a few words 
about the income-tax. \tTien he had finished, 
M. Thiers raised his finger to let M. Grdvy 
know that he “ demanded the word,” and 
the expectant House cheered the uplifted 
digit. The elevation of that forefinger had a 
marvellous effect. 1 have so often spoken of 
the noise, the schoolboy din, the Bedlamite 
shouting of the Assembly, that 1 am bound 
to recora the power of silence which it dis- 
played when under the spell of M. Thiers. 
Not that the Deputies stilled their voices all 
at once. They took at least five minutes to 
stop speaking, although their vigorous efforts 
to be still were quickened by the sharp peals 
of the President’s bell. Meanwhile, M. 
Thiers had gone up to the tribune, and was 
making his preparations for the delivery of a 
groat speech in nmoli the same leisurely 
fashion as a man luiglit dress for dinner. A 
bundle of papers was placed in order ; a 
book, from which the orator had to quote, 

! was laid on the top of the heap, as if to pre- 
vent any gust of passion from blowing the 
sheets away ; and then out came the liistori- 
cal pocket-handkerchief. M. Thiers’s pocket- 
handkeroliiefa are peculiar. They are white, 
with a black border an inch broad, as if they 
were meant to imply that, even in blowing 
his iwse, the President must display a token 
of mourning for Sedan. Presently an atten- 
dant comes to the tribune with a silver salver, 
on which are placed a glass of water and a 
glass of Burgundy. Before beginning and 
while delivering a spoecli M. Tliiers drinks 
Burgundy as openly as Pitt used to drink 
port. A sip is taken from the red tumblor ; 
the!i a sip is taken from the white ; thou, in 
due historic order, the blaek-edged handker- 
chief is made to do its work ; finally, when 
all these little tricks of manner have been 
gone through, a somewhat feeble, but clear, 
voice speaks out with rapid utterance and 
beautiful articulation. Soon the voice begins 
to strengthen, until, at times, a sentence will 
ring through the Assembly. Tlie gestures 
grow more animated, epigrams are shot forth 
like stones from a catapult, and loud cheers 
and approving laughter stop the or.i,tor now 
and then, enabling him to take breath, a new 
sip of wine, and a fresh rub of the handker- 
chief. On goes the wonderful old man, amid 
the intense silence of tlie Assembly, growing 
animated, throwing out bis arms with youth- 
ful fire, and occasionally raising his voice to 
give force to an epithet until his words seem 
to be flung across the hall. For nearly two 
hours does he speak without showing any 
signs of fatigue ; and when he g.>es down 
from the tribune, members come to shake 
hands with the veteran debater in token of 
their admiratoii.

Extraordinary Escapes from Death. 

A porkbuteber's man, named Brcche, just 
tried before one of the French court-martials 
for participation in the insurrection, related 
in his defence an extraordinary series of es- 
capes from liaiigiug, drowning, and sliootiiij 
He was taken by force from the shop in 
which he was employed during the Commune, 
and enrolled in a battalion of the National 
Guards serving at Neuitly. As he had for- 
merly been in the army, the insurgents of- 
fered to make him captiin, but he declin'd 
the honour, and so incurred the ill-will of his 
cmirades. A few days afterwards ho at- 
tenqitod to e.scape, but was recaptured, and a 
drum-bead court-martial condemned him to 
death. Instead, however, of sliootlng him, 
the insurgents resolved to liang liiui, and a 
rope having been put round Ids neck, he wjis 
suspended to the bars of a first-storey win- 
dow. When his executioners saw that ho had 
ceased to move, they left him. But ho had 
supported himself by his fingers on s i no pro- 
jection of the wall, and at his cros 
other National Guards came up, ■ iit 
down, and took him to their bat tal' .i. «• 



causes the pyrites to fall down the incline, 
and it gradually moves on until it drops 
through a small aperture near the firo into a 
space, whence, thoroughly burned, it is taken 
away to undergo the third and most impor- 
tant jirocess. 

Having been bunted, the pyrites, which 
before that process was of a blue colour, but 
is now rusty red, is taken to the house con- 
taining the grinding pans (Wheeler’s) and 
there put into tlie pans. These are more 
ditlicnlt to describe. Around tlie pun are 
fixed between the outer edge and the stan- 
dard iffates, knifes, or wliatover one may call 
them, which are curved and converged into 
the centre, where two faces meet when the 
standard is turned round, and between tliesc 
two iron faces the pyrites passes and is ground, 
going down underneath, and then by the ac- 
tion rising up through an aijerture round the 
outer edge, and being brought down to the 
iron faces again by the action of the pyrites, 
for the jdates do not move, but guide the 
pyrites into the centre where the grinding 
machinery is at work, so that they may be 
said to run in a circle. After tlie pyrites i.s 
ground for some time, and is supposed to bo 
ready, a certain amount of quicksilver is 
mixed with it, and the grinding process is 
repeated until the quicksilver is thoroughly 
mixed with the pyrites. The pyrites and 
the quicksilver now pass, when they are sup- 
posed to be ready, into an amalgamating p.an 
filled with water, wliLch iscoiitinually stin-ed. 
The quicksilver containing the gold sinks to 
the bottom, while the water carries off the 
dross into a small huddle, designed exactly 
like the one described. The ffoor of this 
huddle is covered with copper, and this 
catches the smallest particle of silver which 
may have escaped, allowing the other matter 
to flow aw.iy. 

“ It may bo as well to m'jiitiou a few im- 
portant particulars concerning the furnace. 
In burning pyrites the great objection is tlie 
effect of tho arsenical fumes in poisoning tlie 
air. Mr Koch's mode to jirevent this is .as 
follows. Tlie flame, after passing up the pas- 
sage referred to, on the floor of which is placed 
the pyrites, has to go back underneath tliis 
floor in another fine, and heats the floor on 
which the pyrites is spread. It then goe.s up 
another r.assage underneath this again, hav- 
ing thus 102 feet of a passage in the funirce 
before passing out of it. From the fnrm ce 
the flame passes to a square chamber close to 
tho cbiinney-stack of the crushing niacliinc. 
Upon tho flame when it enters this chamber 
a nmltitiule of small jets of water are poured, 
Gaining the condensation of all the poisonous 
matter, and tbeir qireoipitation to tliecbamber 
in the form of wliito powder, while the v.aqior, 
cleared of all obnoxious jiarticle-s, qiassos off 
up the diiiuney with tho other smoke.”

LAND TRANSFER ACT. 

L ands alienated or Conti-acted 

to be Alienated from tbo Crown in fee, 
prior to the coming into the operation of “ The 
Land Transfer Act, 1870," may bo brought un- 
der the provisions of the Act by application from 
the persons entitled thereto. 

Ail lakes aliekated from the Crown after 
the coming into operation of “The Land Trans- 
fer Act, 1870,” are subject to, and must be dealt 
with in manner prescribed by the Act. 



The following ate examples of the fees payable 
for bringing land under the provisions of the 
Land Transfer Act : — 

1 . \V hen the Title consists of a Grant, dated on 

or subsequent to the 28th December, 1841, 
none of the laud included in which has been 
dealt with — 

Where the certificate of title is di-

These Charges also represent the cost of Con-

Any person, therefore, who wishes to bring 
bis lan.l under the provisions of the Act, in' order 
that whenever he deals w’ith it, he may he in a 
Cosition to avail himself of the facilities afforded 
by having a Registered Title, can do so viitkont 
nny present cost, by allowing tlie fees to remain 
unpaid until such dealing takes place. He will 
then be in a position to J/orlgage, Transfer, 
Lease, or otherwise deal 'teilh his land at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

A ny Title, hoieeeer long and caniplrx, 
may be inrestigated at a cost to the applicant of 
only Five flhiliings ; for if the title is rejected, 
all fees are rcltirned, with the exception of that 
amount. 

CEETlFIC.tTE.S OF TitlK AKE ABSOLUTELY In- 
UEFEASIBLE. 

ITnder the Old System 

of Conveyancing, if a single deed is lust, the 
title is in many cases rendered absidutely defec- 
tive, and therefore unmarketable, while in others 
it can only be rectified at great cost.
